RETURN NEARLY 6 PER CENT 


Eastern Railroad Earnings are 


Larger Than Esch-Cum- 


mins Bill Returns

Washington—Railroads of the coun- 


try are getting back to days of pros- 
perity, figures as to their 
earnings 


during Fedruary presented to the in- 
terstate commerce commission Thurs- 
day show. 


During- the month 
the 
railroads 


earned 4.57 per cent on their tentative 
valuations—the highest rate o£ re- 
turn ,in more than IS months. 
The 


improvement is shown in 
striking 


fashion by the report that this Feb- 
ruary the roads made a profit 
of 


547,762.600 as compared with a deficit 
of $5,176.867 in February. 1021. 


The figures arc significant because 


they indicate railroad earnings are in- 
creasing so that the interstate com- 
merce commission probably will 
be 


justified in making rate reductions in 
the near future, if the upward trend 
of earnings continue. 


Earnings during 
February 
were 


$14.884,000 under the amount neces- 
sary to have enabled the carriers 
to 


make a 6 per cent return. an'Ksoh- 
C'ummins law provisions which recent- 
ly expired stating that rates were to 
be fixed so that the roads would as 
near as possible earn a 6 per cent re- 
turn. 


The interstate commerce commis- 


sion is now free to base railroad rates 
on any amount of return that it sees 


fit. 
but. it is understood that it does 


not desire to bring the general level 
much below 6 per cent. 


During February the roads in the 


eastern district earned considerable in 
oxi-ess oC the fi per cent, return, the 
average being 7.17 per cent. 
The net 


operating income in this district was 
$29.535.800 as compared with 11. deficit 
of $7.51!7,.r)n2 in February, .10-l'. 


The roads in the other 
districts, 


however, wore not so prosperous. The 
lines in the south earned

In the western district where 


•the. agricultural depression has been 
acute, the rate of return way only

Mr. Honry E. lluntintrton aoeuiuulited 
in all parts of the world, at an expendi- 
ture of nearly ?10.000.000 are to he 
given to the people oC California, with 
the hcantiful Ihmlington estate, San Ma- 
rino, near Pasadena. 
Mr. Huntineton 


annoum-cs his intention to institute'the 
Henry E. Hunting-ton Library and Art 
Gallery, a public trust, and to endow it 
with ample funds to be maintained for- 
ever. 
The library consists of first edi- 


tions of early English publications and of 
American literary and historical manu- 
scripts and documents. The cost of g-at-h- 
orins the books and papers among collec- 
tions in England and the United States is 
estimated at more than ft7.00<~>.U<>ii. The 
paintings -include 
many 
world-famous 


masterpieces, the mo^t recent acquisition 
being Gainsborough's "Blue Boy" for 
which Mr. lluntinirton paid .^ToO.OOO. 


It might be come.nd-'d that so large an 


expenditure for collections oC this char- 
acter is a waste of money that could be 
applied in other fields with greater social 
benefit, but this would be an altogether 
superficial view. Art and literature meas- 
ure perhaps as much as anything else the 
development and progress of! civilization. 
The preservation of their original and 
choice productions is therefore of incal- 
culable value to the world, and their 
con- 


centration is to be desired because it in- 
sures security and accessibility*. 
Collec- 


tions of this nature would seldom be made 
for the benefit of the public unless they 
were initiated by private individuals and 
paid for out oC private means. 
States 


and municipalities are on the whole neg- 
lectful of such undertakings, and it i«. 
therefore, left largely to men of wealth to 
make 
these 
contributions to po-terhy. 


Through the generosity and public spirit 
of Mr. lluntington. California will receive 
one of the most valuable of public, gifts 
—a great library and art museum situated 
in a delightful natural park. ]u all prob- 
ability San Marino will become a great 
art school, while the immense library of 
rare books and manuscript.-, will attract 
students and investigators from all parts 
of the 
"United States and even 
from 


abroad. 


The trouble with wealth is that it is 


so frequently abused rather than well 
used. 
Many possessors of large fortunes 


are loathe to part with even a portion of 
them, and when they do not squander they 
hoard. To accumulate wealth for the mere 
purpose of possession is both a personal 
and social offense. 
Unless wealth is 
giv- 


en over to service of some kind it becomes 
a public evil. Mere wealth of itself pro- 
pagates selfishness, 
narrowness, vanity 


and the baser emotions. 


There are, of course, admirable excep- 


tions to the rule that wealth is sought for 
power and selfish ends. Art. education, 
music, science, charity, receive donations 
and by requests aggregating hundreds of 
millions of dollars every year. 
This is 


where holders of great wealth reali/.e and 
recognize their social obligations. 
Every 


person of great wealth owes a portion of it 
to the public. This may sound socialistic,, 
but it does .not bear the remotest relation 
to socialism. 
One of the problems of the 


day is the breaking of inordinately large 
fortunes: Mr. Koosevclt was much con- 
cerned a.bout it. 
Beyond a certain point 


they arc a menace to society unless wisely 
•used in public work or in the service of the 
people. Beyond the point where money is 
or can be used to take care of private re- 
quirements and the capacity to employ it 
for the welfare of the people, the slate has 
a right to intervene. 
Jt is perhaps 
per- 


fectly feasible to set.'in arbitrary figure at 
Avliich private fortunes shall not be hand- 
ed down. 
Anything in excess of t h i s 


amount no't 
bequeathed to the public 


should be confiscated by the state through 
inheritance taxes. 


Individualism has prevailed since 
I he 


beginning of m am-a IN I is likely to prevail 
to the ciul. but it, needs to be ejrcnm- 
scribed by certain limitations. 
The <]oc- 


triuc that a man may hoard and entail 


wealth in unlimited amount is obnoxious to 
invidualism itself, and even more obnoxi- 
ous to the state which the individual or- 
ganizes for his protection and advance- 
ment. 
Tho greatest stimulation of social- 


ism, communism and other fantastic isms 
are the idle rich and swollen fortunes. 


Some of our richest men have recog- 


nized the trusteeship of wealth, notably 
Andrew Carnegie, who set out to apply his 
large fortune to the public good, averring 
his desire to die a poor man. Where the 
obligation is not recognized the state 
should demand it. 


TARIFF REVISION 


One of the principal contributing caus- 


es to the downfall of the Kepublican par- 
ty in 101:2 was the rayne-Aldrich tariff 


law. 
The protection accorded special in- 


terests under this act was notoriously ex- 
cessive. For many years previous there had 
been a growing protest on the part of con- 
sumers against high protection. Republi- 
can presidents had sensed the change a.nd 
warned the party against a continuance of 
the policy. 
Some of the" great, industrial 


corporations, like the steel companies, 
frankly admitted they were over-protect- 
ed. Nevertheless, the policy was persisted 
in. and public dissatisfaction culminated 
in the elections of ten and twelve years 


ago. 


'It if, now proposed by the congress, 


which has conceived one of its legislative 
duties to be a restoration of pre-war pro- 
tection, to enact a tariff bill with duties 
in excess of those contained in the Fayne- 
Aldrich act. The passage of the Fayne- 
Aldrich act had been forced upon the Ke- 
publican party by the abuses and burdens 
which grew up under twelve years of the 
Dingley act. It was supposedly a revi- 
sion of high protection downward, but it 
was a deception ami pablie discontent was 
immediate and more emphatic than ever. 
The Payne-Aldrich act carried the famous, 
or rather infamous, schedule Iv on wool, 
which even fair-minded Republicans ad- 
mitted was "indefensible.'' 
The people 


demanded honest, downward revision of 
the tariff, and they voted for it when they 
ousted the Republicans in the congression- 
al elections of 1010 and in the presiden- 
tial campaign two years following. 


They got the revision in the passage of 


the Underwood act. a law which has not 
been tried out except under the abnormal 
conditions that have prevailed since 1914. 
It is the plan now to go back not only to 
the Bayne-Aldrich law. but to protection 
even hisrher than that which for ten years 
was condemned and finally repudiated by 
the people. 
The present tariff bill is be- 


ing evolved under the direction of con- 
gressman Fordney of Michigan, one of the 
original standpatters, and an ultra-pro- 
tectionist, who believed that the Payne- 
Aldrich and Dingley duties were if any- 
thing too low. 
"With the industrial re- 


generation of Europe still in an elemen- 
tary stale and its tendencies as yet only 
meagerly defined, it would obviously be 
a matter of grave difficulty to frame A-tar- 
iff law that could meet the European sit- 
uation scientifically, and with due regard 
to the development of reciprocal trade re- 
lations between the United States and its 
leading world customers. 


]t is not Mr. Forduey's purpose to for- 


mulate a tariff of this character under any 
circumstances. 
So far as the senate is 


concerned, it never has shown a disposi- 
tion to enact scientific tariff laws or to 
promote a true policy of reciprocity. Yet 
it is certain that we cannot expect to sell 
abroad unless we purchase abroad. There 
are no gold reserves available in any for- 
eign country with which to pay trade bal- 
ances. All of the world's gold, practically 
speaking, is concentrated in the United 
States. 


.Mr. Fordney and reactionary senators 


pay no attention to these, important facts, 
The basis of their political philosophy is 
that, high protection makes for prosperity 
and incidentally, we might add. for large 
campaign chests. What they want, is high 
protection. 
I t s relation to economic 
con- 


ditions or to t h e country's real needs is a 
matter of secondary concern. 
Only such 


a conception of tariff making could .-justi- 
fy a scheme to again afflicl the country 
with a tariff wall higher t h a n that of tho 
I'aync-Aldrich act. 


The Republican party has a large 
mar- 


gin of good-will on which to trade, and 
tho effects of mistakes it may make will 
not be disclosed at once, but we kno\v\of no 
better method by which it stands to bar- 
ter away its popularity 
t h a n by going 


back to an obsolete, discredited tariff poli- 
cy, the effects of which will he to weigh 
the consumer down with an excessive tax 
that, brings him no corresponding4 bene- 
fits, a.nd enriches special interests.

CONSIDER THE MICHIGAN SHEEP 


Ninety per cent of the dogs in Cleveland, O., ac- 


cording to Dr. Marine, have goitre. I have referred 
hero to the studies of Drs. Marine and Kimball. m 
the prevention of goitre in school children in Akron, 
O. 


Sheep, swine, mules, horses and pigs are subject 


to goitre. Drs. Marine and Lenhart found goitre 
prevalent among brook trout in some hatcheries. 
Rats and mice are known to have goitres. 


In the early days of the sheep raising industry 


in Michigan, such a large proportion of the animals 
developed goitre that the business became unprofit- 
able for the farmers. 
The abandonment of sheep 


raising in Michigan was imminent when it so hap- 
pened that some salt mines were opened up near 
Detroit. 
Up to that time the Michigan sheep bad 


been fed salt obtained from distant sources. Now, 
these farmers who fed salt from the new mine soon 
noticed that their sheep improved, and were better 
in every way, the young being born without goitre 
and showing no tendency to develop goitre. Inves- 
tigation showed that the salt from the new mines 
was impure: one impurity in it was a minute quan-

Marine and Kimball, whose success in the pre- 
vention of goitre in Akron school children I have de- 
scribed here, first advised giving three grains of 
sodium iodide daily for 10 days, the iodide being 
dissolved in the drinking water.

nounced that smaller quantities daily would suffice. 
One drop of ticture of iodine may be given in at 
least a glassful of water every day for three or four 
weeks, twice a year. 


For a person using an individual salt cellar, sodi- 


um iodide may be incorporated in the table salt, 
n the proportion of five grains to the pound, for 
:iabitual use. 


Certain foods contain iodine and should be sought 


and used daily in the diet of persons with a tendency 
toward goitre. 
Among the iodine containing foods 


are the following: 


Shrimp, crabs, lobster, smoked herring, oysters, 


'resh salmon, fresh cod, anchovies, 
green 
peas, 


green beans, tomatoes, white cabbage, bananas, as- 
paragus, grapes. 


The source of iodine is the sea. 
Sea water and 


sea salt contain much iodine, and the use of both 
as condiments has been advocated by one noted in- 
vestigator whose teachings I recently quoted here.

SCHAXZER'S NEW POLICY FOR 


ITALY. 


Milan, Italy.—Signor Albert Schan- 


zor, who represented Italy at 
the 


Washington conference, found himself 
foreign minister when he returned to 
Rome. The liberal SECOLO of Milan, 
while recognizing that Sig. Schanzer 
is comparatively 
an untried 
man, 


sketches what it believes will be his 
policy. It is a complete reversal of 
tho policy oC the Marquis clella Tor- 
retta: 


"The nomination of Signer Schanz- 


er as foreign minister has been fav- 
orably welcomed in Italy, both because 
of his political qualities as well as on 
account of his sound technical knowl- 


"The disastrous experiment of Del- 


la Torretta ns foreign minister, pro- 
duced in parliamentary circles a de- 
cided repugnance against diplomats of 
career, who rarely know the real con- 
dition of their own country and are 
easily lead to mistake for public opin- 
ion, 
the opinion of a few favorite news- 


papers or more or less disinterested 
Crionds. 


"It is true that his predecessor Sfor- 


za was more satisfactory, but he was 
a happy exception, possibly because 
the ministry of Premier Giolitti was 
not quite 7i<?w to him, as ho had been 
for many months Undcr-Secretary of 
state in the former cabinet where he 
liad revealed sound knowledge and in- 
itiative. 
Delia Torretta, on the con- 


trary, suddenly changed our foreign 
policy from a faithful and diligent 
follower to a vain and arrogant leader 
ind did nothing but isolate Italy com- 
pletely in a worse manner even than 
Orlando and Sonnino had done. 


"Therefore it was expected and de- 


manded that 
this time mere diplo- 


matists should be excluded, and al- 
ready for some days Signer Schanz- 
er's name was mentioned as being a 
politician, who, besides having had a 
good apprenticeship in 
Geneva 
and 


Washington, has a vast knowledge of 
ill economic and financial problems 
which at the present time occupy the 
ir-st place in international relations. 
Everything appears then to favor the 
personal qualities of the new foreign 
minister. Kut we still do not know his 
views on fundamental political prob- 
lems of our foreign policy and espec- 
ially on our relations with the allies, 
with the Balkan states and with Rus- 
sia. 
With regard to these problems, 


during the Giolitti ministry certain 
rules were proclaimed in Parliament 
and in public opinion to which we 
must return. They were: 


"(1) 
In relations with the allies, to 


ispire to a loyal friendship. To main- 
tain a just equilibrium between the 
powers, without any pretence at med- 
iation, while preserving the interests 
of Italy. 
Delia Torretta, by acquics- 


ing in advance in all British projects, 
•ndcd by making his presence super- 
fluous at tho inter allied meetings. 


"(2) 
In i-elations with Jugo-Slavia 


to execute loyally and integrally the 
Rapallo treaty. 


"(3) 
Tn relations With other 7ieigh- 


boring peoples to resume, if possible, 
tho policy of the little entente, try- 
ing to regain the last .sympathy of 
all those peoples, of Austria and Ron- 
mania, 


"(•4) To follow, without hesitation, a 


policy of reconciliation with Russia 
and with all the principal states of 
Europe. 


"In a. word wo expect from Rignor 


Se.hniizer just the opposite policy 
to 


that of his predecessor. But, while 
welcoming today, with the warmest 
sympathy his nomination as foreign 
minister, as yesterday we welcomed 
his election for Washington, (and we 
have no reason to repent of this) we 
withhold any criticism ot his work 
until after its- first results."

London—Egypt 
has 
become "an 


independent Sovereign State." What 
does that mean? 


It means precisely 
inquires 
the 


diplomatic 
correspondent 
of 
the 


Chronicle, what it says. 
With the 


abolition of the Protectorate Egypt 
falls entirely outside of the British 
Empire. 
It becomes as independent 


as any other Sovereign Stato in the 
world. It is no longer to be coloured 
red on the map. 


Its affairs are it own affairs. 
It 


can form—and has already formed, 
under Sarwt Pasha—its own Govern- 
ment without our interference. Those 
Governments can, as far as we parti- 
cularly are concerned, govern their 
people as they please. 


Egypt, how-aver, may, and already 


has, set ur> its own Foreign office; it 
may and probably will have its own 
liplomatic 
There will 


representatives 
be no objection 


abroad, 


or inter- 


ference -on our part. 


Before the war Egypt was under 


Turkish suzerainty. That suzerainty 
ended with the war. 
With the with- 


drawal 
of our protectorate 
Egypt 


elands on her own feet, free and in- 
dependent. 


She reverts to the position 'of 1913, 


minus the Turkish suzerainty. 
Some 


things necessarily remain. 
For ex- 


ample, tho Capitulations which 
are 


not of our making, but concern all 
tho European Powers, -which we have 
ilways 
regarded as a hindrance to 


Egypt's 
free 
development, and of 


which wo have promised to secure, if 
we can. the abolition—a pledge that 
.till holds good. 


Nevertheless, we do proclaim a sort 


of Monroe Doctrine for Egypt. That 
concerns not Egypt, but other Pow- 
ers. 


It is no more an 
infrigement 
of 


Egypt's 
sovorienge 
inedependenos 


than the American Monroe Doctrine 
infriges that of a great 
State 
like 


Brazil or Argentina, or, to use a curi- 
ously exact parallel, that of the Re- 
public of Panama. 


To Egypt, we say 
"You nro free 


-ind 
independent," and we mean it 


literally. To all other Powers we say 
"Hands off Egypt," or to quote Mr. 
Lloyd Georg-c's memorandum to th-a 
Dominion Premiers:— 


We will not admit our special rela- 


tions to be questioned or discussed 
by an other Power; wo will regard as 
an unfriendly act any attempt at in- 


terference in tho affairs of Egypt 1 y 
another Power; and we will regard 
a.ny agression again'st the territory 
of Egypt as an act to be repelled with 
all the means at our command. 


In this we do not limit Egypt's sov- 


ereignty. 
We limit the action of oth- 


er powers toward Egypt—a very dif- 
ferent matter — just as 
America 


limits our action or that of any oth- 
er European power towards a South 
American state. 


Our "special relations" concern our- 


selves alone. 
They arise out 
of 


Egypt's special geographical position 
towards our empire. 
Nor does our 


"Monroe doctrine" constitute any in- 
novation. 
Since I SSI we have made 


our attitude clear. 
Europe has re- 


bpoctcd it, and will continue to do so. 


It is inconceivable, too, that 
any 


Egyptian government wilP question 
our reservations. 
These are: 


1.—"The security of British Imper- 


ial communications." Nothing Egypt 
might say or do could alter our de- 
termination on that point. 


2.—"The defense of Egypt against 


attack." Is Egypt ever going to in- 
vite invasion or conquest? 


3.—"Protection of our foreign inter- 


ests." That is just what Egypt desires 
if she is to get rid of the c-ipitul:1 
tions. She can only do it through us 


4.1—"The Sudan." We are part owi 


ers with Egypt of the Sudan. We di 
not question Egypt's shnre in tho con- 
dominium any more than Egypt doe» 
ours. 


Meanwhile Sarwat has constituted 


his cabinet, with himself as the first 
premier 
and first 
foreign minister 


of a free and independent 
Egyptian 


state. The next step on Egypt's part 
will be to pass an Act of Indemnity— 
this is more than an Amnesty act— 
for everything done under martial 
law, including the 
departation 
o!'-x 


Zaghlul Pasha. 
By such an act, in 


cidentally, Zaghlul's deportation will 
be legalized. 


Thereupon martial law will at once 


be abolished, though in the meantinv 
it will be so eased off as to become 
imperceptible. 


With tho passing of tho act of in- 


demnity Egypt's status will be estab- 
lished, and our occupation will cease. 
She will take her place among the free 
nations of the world. But our "Mon- 
roe Doctrine" will abide.
